He might have 
gone much farther-than that, for while the Peace 
Conference is dealing with whatis really a vision- 
ary question, and oncon which it isimpossiblefor 
nations to come'to an amicable understanding, 
the International Congress on the prevention 
and. cure of. tuberculosis is concerned with a 
subject in connection with which jit is to ‘the 
interests of all nations to come to a mutual: 
understanding and to help cach other. Besides 
“tuberculosis has carried off many more: victims 
than all the, wars in creation, a fact which is in 
itself sufficient to make the discovery ofa cure 

~ for this terrible disease -of far greater import- 
ance than putting 9 stop to war. The United 
Kingdom took the initiative in the matter of 
the Congress on tuberculosis and much excite- 
ment was caused at home when medigal men 
quoted statistics revealing’ the deadly ravages 
of the disease. Strange to say, however, the 

_ United Kingdom suffers much less-than: most 
-othercountries, At the Congress it was pointed 

* put that the actual death-rate in the. United 
Kingdom from tuberenlosis.;wa3 1,358 per 
millton as against 4,000 in Russia, or, taking all 
lung diseases into consideration, 4,508 us against 
8,000, If we consider a preater or less mortality 
than that represented by the figures quoted 
occurring all over. the world, without cessation, 
day after day, month after month, and year after 
year, we muy realise how deadly an enemy 
consumption, .with, its kindred diseases, is to 
mankind, -The-losa gf life:in wars is a mere 
sbagatelle to the long ‘roll of victims to lung 
‘diseases. As regards’ cities, Naples, Buenos 
Ayies and Lomdon enjoy the greatest degree 
of immunity from the disease, whild the highest 

* mortality occurs ini Moscow, St, Petersburg, 
Vienna and Budapest. The object of the Con- 
gress is.to find some means of ‘combination, 
‘amongst ‘civilized nations for the purpose of 
dealing with the “disease and. if possible 
stamping it out. ‘Several meetings have 
“been held already and the opinions ex- 
“pressed xs to the cure of tuberculosis naturally” 
differed, but all the speakers agreed as to the 
“necessity for international: combination if 
humanity is to be delivered of this great evil. 

It is well-known, even outside scientitic circles, 
that Koch's tuberculin, has been dis@redited 
after its failures to demonstrate the healing 
qualities claimed forit, Atthe Congress, how- 
ever, it found a-warm.advocate in Dr, Breiger
